4—A long-range, low-rent housing 
program. 


BANKER NOT WORRIED 


“Gradual liquidation” of the banks 
Slum holdings were his problem, 
Bruere had told the Authority ear- 
lier. Speaking of the eviction no- 
tices, he said coolly: “We're sorry we 
had to do so because that represents 
some loss in the end.” 

The bankers would not worry 
about the housing situation for the 
masses of the people, he added. “We 
were not concerned with the prob- 
lem in the end—adequate housing 
of people who pay $3, $4 or $5 a 
room,” he said. 

While he declined to come out 
flatly for relaxation or enforcement 
of the Multiple Dwelling Law, 
Bruere put forth a plan of “Stag- 
gered improvements,” a system 
whereby landlords would be com- 
pelled in one period to put in in- 
dividual toilets, at another to fire- 
retard halls, and at still another to 
build angle fire escapes. Compliance 
with the law would be “feas- 
ible” for property owners, Brue 
said.

“Through Homes of Poor 


® Slum shadows fall with a heavy black- 
ness over many a sick-bed this morning. The 
deadly flu walks through the homes of the 

r. 

It is not New York alone that sees the 
‘oncoming of this menace. Chicago also is 
“sorely stricken. Dr. Herman N. Bundesen, 
president of the Chicago Board of Health. 
‘reports 240 cases of pneumonia and 66 of 
influenza in the last 24 hours. The total for 
December is 1,335 cases of pneumonia and 
251 of influenza. Death has struck in 330 
pneumonia cases and in 53 of influenza. 

These are cold, though startling figures. 
They do not show us the homes into which 

‘these illnesses strike dismay. They do not 

lift the veil on the fevered lips of little chil- 
‘dren, crying out in pain. They do not pic- 
ture the man or woman, anxious to keep ends 

together for their families, putting off medi- 
cal care day by day because they are too 
poor. 

MALNUTRITION has haunted these 
homes for many years. The inadequate fed- 
eral relief is now reaping a national whirl- 
wind of sickness and death for the poor. At 
the Atlantic City convention of the American 
Medical Association in 1935, experts testified 
that the malnutrition of the inadequate re- 
lief budget would demand its toll in time. It 
is now doing so, in this pneumonia-influenza 
wave. P

As is usually the case with Liberty 
League scribes, Kent lets the cat out of 
the bag as to the true intent of the “era 
of good feeling” propaganda of the Na- 

Association of Manufacturers. These 
reattionary labor haters (promoters of 
child labor, the speed-up, and the labor 
spy) talk of “good feeling” now—because 
the people gave them a lusty wallop on 
Nov. 3. 

It is “good feeling” toward them, and 
ill feeling toward the working people that 
they want from the White House. 

It is that “good feeling” which will at- 
tack the great union drives with the re- 
pressive powers of the government that 
they are after. 

The workers can take note of whither 
this “good feeling” hokum is tending. They 
can knock it out, once and for all: By united

» Reactionaries are breathing a voluble 
sigh of relief over the Roosevelt govern- 
ment's extreme reluctance to bring up the 
issue of clipping the usurped powers of the 
Supreme Court. 

In an editorial entitled, “Letting Well 
Enough Alone,” the New York Herald Trib- 
une on Tuesday remarks that “Congressional 
leaders in Washington seem to show little 
iterest in the Supreme Court or in constitu- 
tional reform.” 

The Supreme Court itself, reading the 
election returns, has been playing possum. 

The reactionaries hope that the popular 
indignation and discontent over the Supreme 
Court’s mangling of social legislation will die 
down. Then will come, they hope, a time 
when the people are off their guard, and the 
Supreme Court can jump in with its tyran- 
nical, self-arrogated powers and deliver a 
blow to progressive legislation. 

The issue cannot be laid to rest. The Su- 
preme Court is there, vigilant legislative cen- 
sor for the reactionaries against the will of 
the American people. It is canny enough to 
keep from doing anything rash for the 
moment. But its usurped powers remain in- 
tact. So long as the Supreme Court HAS 
these powers, social legislation is in constant 


The usurped dictatorial power of the 
Nine Judicial Oligarchs must be clipped.

That mandate must be carried out: The

It would provide not only a land base 
for attack on Southern France, but would be extremely 
valuable as a naval and submarine base for Nazi Ger- 
many in the next war.) 

Goering also demanded concessions in the Basque 
regions bordering France. He particularly stressed 
control over the Rio Tinto copper mines. (These 
mines are now Owned by Britain, and news published 
since this information was printed in Catalonia states 
that the Nazi attempt to seize the Rio Tinto mines had 
particularly aroused the British imperialists.)
